WASHINGTON. 


Amending the National Hank mil. 
WASHINGTON', June ,13.—The Senate 


finance- committee today agreed to recom- 
mend that the'House bill for tho cxtcn- 
tlOll Of rxmioimt jmiili. uhiVuiJiS uu amend- 
ed by incoi'j)orating therein as additional 
sections, the two amendments submitted 
by Senators Sherman and Allison respec- 
tively on the 1st instant, which provide 
for the issue of thren per cent, bonds in 
exchange- for any outstanding three and 
a half per cents., and for the issue of gold 
certificates. 


Another Alleged Itlngr. 


An effort is to be made to pass a bill 


providing for the issue of postal cards 
with flexible covers. 
This will be resist- 


ed by those members who want cheaper 
letter postage. The present disposition 
is to reduce the postage on letters to two 
cents, but the adoption of 
MJO fiAyihjA 


cover postiil cards would undoubtedly in. 
jure the prospects of any reduction. 


It is claimed that the flexible cover 


postal cards are pat on ted, and that there 
is a ''ring" behind tho bill, whose object 
is to get the cards authorized, and then 
compel the government to pay a royalty 
for using them. The matter is being 
worked up in such a manner as to alarm 
somewhat the supporters of the bill for 
cheaper postage. The bill has already 
received favorable action on the part of 
the Senate postal committee, but 1ms yet 
to pass the Seriate and (he House.

rival of Governor Anthony's election was 
very interesting.

recent budget the total 


amount of coffee grown iu Brazil during 
the year 1881, was about 5,000,000 bags 
of 120 pounds each, being equivalent to 
one-half the whole estimated production 
of the world. 
Of this prodigious quauti- 


tity 2,241,970 bags were exported to 
America, and 2,135,442 bags to Europe, 
England receiving 270,750 cwt. of the 
latter. Yet Brazilian coffee is unknown 
to a vast number of persons. 


Not less than $100S000,000 iu pensions
